The ‘arrest followed information 
which came to the Wren brother 
Detective Lieutenant Tom and De- 
téective Sergeant Joe—that Barn- 
well Mas “spending too much 
money,” and that much of it was 
spent in entertainment of a young 
woman frequently seen in his com- 
pany.

They arrested him in his room. 
The money in his pockets, includ- 
ing a $1000 bill, and the money in 
the safe which he obligingly opened, 
were the profits of a bookmaking 
enterprise, he explained.

Leaders in Congress Oppose 
Debt Plea as Plan to Unload 
War Cost on U. S. Taxpayers

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Legis- 
lators continue to express deter- 
mined views on the request of Bel- 
gium, England and France for 
a further moratorium while their 
vast debts to the United States are 
re-examined. Representative Rain- 
ey, the Democratic leader ques- 
tions whether a moratorium pro- 
posal would get a single vote from 
the present House.” 

Other examples of Congressional 
expressions on the war debts in- 
clude: 

Senator Bingham (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, in a statement said: “The 
taxpayers of America are having a 


very serious time. They belong to 
a country called very rich, but 
which has lost many billions of dol- 
lars of capital during the past three 
years. Much of this has come from 
loans to foreign governments who 
have not hesitated to default and 
are now in need of more loans. 

“It seems to me extremely un- 
fair for countries who borrowed 
good gold dollars from us—dollars 
which we borrowed from our own 
people und for which we gave Lib- 
erty bonds—to ask us to cancel or 
forgive the debts they owe us. 
“Those Americans who favor 
cancellation of foreign debts never 
say a word about these Liberty 
bonds. Is it their idea that the 
bondholders are going to destroy 
them and cancel the indebtedness 
of the United States? If not, and 
certainly no one imagines for a mo- 
ment that we are going to default 
on any United States Government 
bonds, then the taxpayers, and we 
are all taxpayers, must pay the bill. 
Opposes Further Tax Burden. 
„The only possible reason for 
official cancellation of foreign 
debts is to permit foreigners to bor- 
row more money. I am absolutely 
opposed to laying a further burden 
on American taxpayers. The tem- 
porary good that might come from 
bolstering up foreign credit would 
be more than offset by encourag- 
ing the piling up of still greater 
Government indebtedness. 

“The whole of modern civiliza- 
tion is built. upon faith in obliga- 
tions and the belief in the good will 
and sense of responsibility of the 
debtor, whether he be man, or 
company or country. It seems to 


we prove it through proceedings at 
the World Court. 

“This latest appeal for an inter- 
national dole is but another delib- 
erate scheme of old world diplo- 
mats to make a Santa Claus of 
Uncle Sam.” 

Favors Individual Adjustment. 


Senator Smoot said at Salt Lake 
City, in reiterating his opposition 
to cancellation of war debts, and 
declaring every proposed remedy 
for wiping out the obligations 
‘would merely transfer the debts 
to the American people.” 

“The outright cancellationists 
would have the American taxpay- 
ers assume the burden. There is 
no honorable way in which these 


obligations can be diseharged, ex- 


cept by payments from the Gov- 
ernments which benefitted from 
them. Let Europe resume pay- 
ments. If any nation is in fact un- 
able to pay according to the fund- 
ing agreement, adjustments should 
be made with each debtor Govern- 
ment individually and on the same 


“basis of capacity to pay.” 


Hamilton Fish Jr. (Rep.), rank- 
ing member of the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, declared 
at New York: “Congress has shown 
itself in the past to be exceedingly 
generous in the adjustmeat of war 
debts. In the case of France, we 
have scaled them down until we 
are owed only the amount given 
to this nation after the end of the 
war. 


“Italy’s debt has deen cut to 25 
cents on the dollar. In the case of 
Great Britain, I think there should 
be a reduction. We probably did 
not reduce her debt to a fair level.

OTTAWA AGREEMENT AFFECTS: 
29 PER CENT OF U. S. EXPORTS 


Department of Commerce Reports 

on Survey of United Kingdom . 

Trade Situation. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Using 
1931 as a measuring stick, 29 per 
cent of United States’ exports to 
the United Kingdom will be affect- 
ed by the Ottawa trade agreements 
as shown today by the Department 
of Commerce figuring. 

Value of the exports. hit will be 
$131,000,000, but the extent of ef- 
fect is a matter that Treasury ex- 
perts who have-studied the empire 
trade preferences refuse to esti- 
mate. 

The preferences are in effect now 
on canned fruits, fresh fruits, most - 
ly apples, citrus fruits, pears and 
wheat, dried fruits, mainly raisins, 
prunes, evaporated milk, lumber, 
leather, barley and many other 
products.

Mra. Jane Polk not only saw her 
son, James, become President, but 
outlived him. 

Mrs. Harriett Grant lived for 14 
years after her son went to the 
White House, and she died just 
two years before he did. 

When James A. Garfield was in- 
augurated, he paused during the

Jesse Grant had the distinction 
of serving as a postmaster under 
his on, President U. S. Grant. 
Richard Taylor lived to see his 
son, Zachary, become President,’ 
and President John Adams lived 
until 1826, the year after his son, 
John Quincy, moved into the White 
House. 

The records also disclose that 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will be three 
years under the average age of 
Presidents when he is inaugurated 
next March.

OPPOSE SEAWAY PACT 


Spokesman Says Savings to 
Shippers “Are Drawn 
From Thin Air.” 


By the Associated Press. 

: WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Oppe- 
nents of the proposed St. Law- 
rence waterway told a Senate For- 
eign Relations Subcommittee yes- 
terday that a deep water channel 
connecting the Great Lakes with 
the sea would prove of more bene- 


fit to Canada than to the United 
States. | 

Spokesmen for New York and 
Philadelphia business men and 
Great Lakes shippers took this view 
in urging the committee to reject 
‘the treaty signed with Canada last 
July for construction of the. wa- 
terway. 

W. H. Chandler of the Mer- 
chants Association of New York 
gaid the treaty would allow Can- 
ada to dictate to the United States 
how much water could be diverted 
from the Great Lakes for the Chi- 
cago Drainage Canal. 

His statement precipitated a 
warm debate with Senator Walsh 
(Dem.) of Montana. 

Chandler said the United States 
would have to accept Canada’s dic- 
tation or submit what he charac- 


lem,” to arbitration. 

Insisting that arbitration was 
the proper way to handle it in 
case of a dispute, Walsh told the 
witness he was “proposing the ar- 
guments of the bully.” 

“Thin Air’ Savings. 

Chandler's chief argument was 
that this is “no time for the United 
State to saddle upon its peo- 
ple the obviously tremendous 
.and at the same time indefinite

LABOR CHARGES RAILROADS 
HAVE VIOLATED AGREEMENT 


Says Employment Has Decreased 
Despite Voluntary Cut in 
Wages. 
By the Associated Prese. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18. — Ques- 
tions relating to certain interpre- 
tations” of an agreement made in 
Chicago last January between rep- 
resentatives of the Railway Labor 
Executive Association and railroad 
presidents representin- Eastern, 
Southwestern and Western lines 
were discussed yesterday at a meet- 
ing of both groups. 
The labor representatives say 
that despite the contract which be- 
came effective Feb. 1. whereby 
they agreed to a voluntary reduc- 
tion of 10 per cent in wages, the 
railroads have failed to live up to 
thé agreement so far as stabiliza- 
tion is concerned, and that 110,000 
more men are out of work now 
than last Jan. 31. 
Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore & Ohje, said that the 
roads had not fafleéd to live up to 
their promise, but that economic 
conditions had resulted in the elim- 
ination of more trains and labor.

Legislative Bureau Will 
Maintained During Next 
Session of Assembly.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.— 


The Executive Committee of the 
Missouri Organization for Reduc- 
tion of Taxes and Public Expendi- 


tures has decided to maintain a 
legislative bureau at Jefferson City 
during the 1933 session of the 
General Assembly. . 

Making requests to taxpayers’ 
organizations to attend committee 
hearings of the State House and 
Senate dealing with tax relief, and 
relaying information to taxpayers 
of each legislative district concern- 
ing the introductién of economy 
bills, will be included among the 
bureau's duties. 

Recommendations approved by 
the committee here yesterday in- 
cluded: Simplification of State 
government and reduction of State 
costs by adoption of a budget-sys- 
tem; a central purchasing depart- 
ment; a department of revenue to 
consolidate activities of 14 present 
offices and departments; and cen- 
tralization of the various State 
taxes. . 

The committee proposed the 
adoption of an optional system of 
county government in which coun- 
ty judges would be elected to four- 
year terms and the offices of As- 
sessor, Treasurer, Collector, Sur- 
veyor, Highway Engineer and Re- 
corder of Deeds would cease to be 
elective. The plan envisions elim- 
ination of the fee system of pay- 
ing officials and adoption of a uni- 
for msystem of accounting under 
State supervision.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Even 
with a long list of new taxes, the 


Government closed the first four 
months of the current fiscal yen: 

Continued 
declines in collections of old taxes 
were responsible—offsetting the 
small increases in new levies in-

$358,108,065. Collections for the 
corresponding period a year ago 
were $455,144,328.

The October drop was due to 
quarterly income tax collections in 
September which amounted to 
$142,203,202, as compared with 
313,06 2.580 collected from the same 
source in October. 

While most of the new bakes 
showed increases—the gasoline tax 
leading the way with a total of 
$14,734,372—miost of the old 
taxes continued to drop off. In 
come tax was down $10,000,000 
from October, 1931; tobacco taxes, 
$3,237,295; estate taxes, 33.623. 
515, and miscellaneous taxes down 
$209,750. 

Income taxes totaled $187,805, 
970 in the first four months; 2s 
compared with $339,239,225 in the 
same period last year, while to- 
bacco taxes brought in $136,434,- 
322, a drop of $9,959.880. and mi-

McCawley Says Missouri Should 
Be Ready to Act on Prohibi- 
tion Repealer. 


Enactment by the Missouri Leg- 
islature at its January session of a 
general law setting up the machin- 
ery for a State convention to act on 
ratification of repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment was advocated 
today by former State Senator A. 
L. MoCawley of Carthage, who will 
represent the First District of Jas- 
per County in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. -He is a candidate for 


‘Speaker of the House. 


McCawley, who for many years 


has been an active dry and who 
is known as the author of the Mis- 
souri bone-dry law, said that his 
advocacy of the proposed legisla- 


tiom was not for the primary pur- 
pose of having speedy ratification 


of repeal, but was to supply an 
omission in the Missouri law. 
“There is no provision in Mis- 
souri, and possibly not in any of 
the states, for conventions for ac- 
tion on constitutional amend- 
ments,” McCawley said. “It has 
been the custom to submit such 
amendments to the Legislatures. 
But the amendment for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment very 
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evidently will be submitted to con- 
ventions and it is possible many 
others will be in the future. Con- 
‘gress may submit any amendments 
to conventions and the State should 
have laws governing the organiza- 
tion of such conventions and pro- 
viding for special elections to elect 
delegates to them. 

“It may be presumed, I think, 
that whenever. Congress submits an 


amendment to the states for ratifi- 


cation that the amendment ia of 
importance. The people are entitled 
to have early action on it. They 
should not be compelled to wait 
possibly as long as two years for 
special legislation creating the con- 
vention. 

“The proposed repeal amend- 
ment is not likely to be submitted 
before the next Missouri Legisia- 
ture adjourns, but it now appears 
probable that it Will be submited 
soon after that. I do not know 
whether a convention in Missouri 
wolud ratify or reject repeal, but I 
believe action one way or the other 
should be prompt. 

If there is no general -legisla- 
tion at the coming session of the 
Legislatpre there could be no action 
by Missouri until after a special act 
creating a convention was passed in 
1935, unless the Governor shculd 
convene the Legiglature in «special 
session for the purpose. 

“There may be differences of 
opinion as to the type of conven- 
tion. Offhand I should say the 
Governor should be empoweréd to 
call a convention whenever an 
amendment requiring action by a 
convention was submitted. The act 
should set out the number of dcle- 
gates and just how they should be 
elected.“

Would Rename Washington University. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE late Prof. Calvin M. Woodward, 

father of manual training and an out- 
standing figure in St. Louis educational 
history, wrote in 1892, in a magazine 
article, this paragraph regarding the 
name of Washington University: 

“It is a name purely accidental and 
uncharacteristic. The word ‘Washington’ 
means only ‘American.’ It is descriptive 
of neither place, nor character, nor 
founder. Towns and counties, one city 
and one state, called Washington, have 
so thoroughly deprived the word of in- 
dividuality that it must always be ex- 
plained. by another word or phrase.“ 

Dr. Woodward concluded that a 
change of the university’s name was de- 
sirable, and he suggested that it take 
the name of its founder, Dr. William G. 
Eliot. 

In the 40 years since his article was 
written, Dr. Woodward's case has been 
strengthened by the growth of other in- 
stitutions whose names are 80 like that 
of the local university as to be the cause 
of constant confusion. A correct men- 
tion of the name of Washington Univer- 
sity, in a newspaper outside St. Louis, is 
the exception. Its faculty and alumni 
find themselves credited to George 
Washington University, Washington and 
Lee University, Washington College, the 
University of Washington and Washing- 
ton State College. Correct and beneficial 
publicity, eutside its home city, has been 


“the despair of the university’s directors. 


Even so reliable an authority as the 
World Almanac has confused the endow- 
ment of Washington University with that 
of the University of Washington. 

The name of Washington long since 
reached a v of universal honor 
which cannot be increased or diminished 
by any change in the name of an institu- 
tion. In view of this fact, and of the 
need of the university here for a more 
distinctive name, the death of Robert S. 
Brookings presents a timely suggestion. 
It is a suggestion which does not exclude 
the one made earlier by Dr, Woodward. 
“Eliot-Brookings,” combining the name 
of the first founder and of the builder o 
the university as it is today, may be 
combination worth considering.

Nullification of the prohibition laws will be 
seen on a tremendous scale throughout the Unit- 
ed States this year and next unless Congress im- . 
mediately modifies the Volstead Act, and sets in 
motion a move toward repeal. 

You may call nullification all the bad names 
in the world, but the truth is, nullification is an 
expression of popular will. 

Nallification is an old American custom, North- 
ern states nullified fugitive slave statutes. South- 
ern states attempted to nullify Federal law. Many 
states to this day nullify the fifteenth amend- 
ment, intended to guarantee the vote to Negro cit- 
izens. The Sunday blue laws are nullified, in 
whole or part, wherever they remain on the stat- 
ute books. They are nullified, not because one 
man wants them nullified, but because many 
want them nullified. 

The prohibition laws are being nullified be- 
cause they have one foot in the grave. Better 
than chiding Chicago would be to recognize Chi- 
cago’s state of mind as significant, and shape our 
prohibition legislation accordingly.

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THE PRINCE IN IRELAND. 
In the present state of feeling on the Emerald Isle, 
a visit of British royalty to Ireland, even Northern 
Ireland, has possibilities of embarrassing and ‘peril- 
ous incidents. Ulster, as well as the Free State,

Lloyd George disclosed, in a recent article in 
the Post-Dispatch, that when the Germans hesitated 
about accepting the sweeping disarmament conditions, 
“Clemenceau wrote them a letter, on behalf and at 
the request of his colleagues, assuring the Germans 
that their disarmament would be treated as a prelude 
to steps for general reduction of armaments by the 
other nations.“ This pledge also appears in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. 

Instead of keeping that solemn promise, armaments 
have multiplied in other countries since the war, 
until the world is groaning under the burden. Ger 
many is the first and only modern nation to exist 
without a military establishment, its army of 100,000 
men being regarded merely as a force to preserve in- 
ternal order. That offered a splendid starting point for 
other nations and, if it had been to used, one of the 
great lessons of the war would have been learned. 
We see now that it has not been learned, and even 
the greatest economic depression in all history has 
left military establishments practically intact. 

For 13 years, Germany has waited for the Allies to 
fulfill Clemanceau's promise and now, having given 
up hope, is asking for a return of the old order. Has 
history a more bitter irony than this? 
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In the startled vision of George H. Moses, the view 
westward from the hills of Vermont must discover a 
terrifying stampede of wild asses’ colts. 
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NOT THE WAY, 

At a recent meeting of the Civic Union of St. Louis, 
Mrs. Robbins Gilman of Minneapolis, president of the 
Federal Motion Picture Council in America, urged 
Federal control of the subject matter portrayed in 
moving picture productions.

OW at last the people of New York City 
N have a fighting chance to obtain decent 

government. Until Wednesday night 
they could complain, they could argue, they 
could plead. They could not really do any- 
thing. For there was no one around whom 
they could organize. There was nobody 
able and willing to lead them. Their pro- 
tests and their hopes were aimless, and did 
little more than to make slightly uncom- 
fortable the less thick-skinned members of 
the Tammany power. But on Wednesday 
night Acting Mayor McKee issued his call 
for an organization to combat the existing 
organization, and by that act produced the 
indispensable instrument of reform. 

That instrument is a man—honest, com- 
petent and popular—who can organize the 
politicians and rally. the voters. The ideal 
man would have been Alfred E. Smith. He 
is not available. Joseph V. McKee will do 
admirably well, There is no need to look 
further. In fact, it would be foolish to look 
further, and since there is no time to lose, 
since the work of organizing for the battle 
will require undivided attention and effort, 
all other reform candidates for Mayor in 
1933 should be looked upon with suspicion, 
Intentionally or otherwise, they can have 
no other effect but to divide and paralyze 
the reform movement. If the people of New 
York City want a better government, they 
will unite without further hesitation upon 
McKee for Mayor at the next election. 

Mr. McKee is in a good position to take 
the leadership. He is a Democrat in good 
standing, in fact, he is a Democrat in very 
specially good standing.

NTHUSIASTS for the return of beer ap- 

parently feel that a mere upward re- 
vision of that part of the Volstead Act 
which defines intoxicating beverages, made 
law by passage in both houses and signa- 
ture of the President, will suffice to make 
beer definitely legal in the United States. 

This is, of course, not true. The Supreme 
Court would certainly be asked to pass on 
the validity of the changed definition, and 
its opinion of the constitutionality of the 
raised alcoholic content would be final and 
permanent. 

The Supreme Court has, of course, al- 
ready passed on the % of 1 per cent definl- 
tion. It has found Congress entirely within 
its power in fixing this low percentage 4s 
the line between what is intoxicating and 
what is not. It has not, if memory serves, 
definitely stated that a beverage more 
potent than % of t per cent is per se in- 
toxicating and illegal, It has, rather, mere- 
ly stressed the power of Congress to con- 
sider what percentage is intoxicating and 
Illegal. 

The way is therefore, open for the court 
to approve as non-intoxicating in fact bev- 
erages of greater potency than % of | per 
cent, Within reason, it may do so. but just 


be predicted. 

It and when Congress revises the present 
definition ot the Volstead Act, and if and 
when the President signs the new proposal, 
is certain that dry forces will at once 
petition the high court for an opinion as 
to the contsitutionality of the change. 
Eventually, a decision will be handed down. 
On that decision and on nothing else will 
depend whether legalized beer will really 
return to the people of the country. 

The only way an adverse decision by the 

court could be removed would be removal 
of the constitutional provision on which it 
was based—that is, by repeal of the eight 
eenth amendment. 
This is a thing which beer enthusiasts 
should keep constantly in mind. The two 
houses of Congress and the President are 
the first hurdiés which beer must pass. The 
final hurdle is the Supreme Court, against 
whose adverse * no power can pre- 
vail.

RECIPES FOR WEEK 


We are all economizing on meals 
the first part of next week so that 
the budget will permit Thanksgiv- 
ing extras. Dinners for the week 
reflect this in the menus above. 

Turkey left-overs are used Fri- 
day and Saturday. Thanksgiving 
menu and other timely articles will 
be found in separate columns of 
this section today and next Tues- 
day in a Thanksgiving Food Sec- 


tion. ‘ 
Turkey Soup. 

Cover turkey bones an which 
most of the meat has been cut with 
cold water. Put in any scraps of 
left-over dressing also. Add a fine- 
ly sliced onion, handful of celery 
tops, salt arid a diced carrot. Cover 
and cook slowly for several hours. 
Take out bones and celery tops, 
scrap any bits of meat still cling- 
ing to bones, add with half a cup of 
broken spaghetti to soup and cook 
until tender. Stir in one cup ‘of 
milk just before taking from fire. 

Turkey and Rice Borders. 

Run bits of turkey meat through 
the meat chopper. Measure three 
or four cupsful of this and mix 
with any leftover gravy up to one 
cupful, one cup milk, one teaspoon 
grated onion, salt, pepper and pap- 
rika to season. Heat slowly to the 
boiling point. Boil one cup rice in 
plenty of salted water until tender. 
Drain and shape in little mounds 
with an egg cup around the edge 
of a flat platter. Top eabh with a 
square of cranberry jelly. Fill the 
center of the platter with the tur- 
key and serve hot. 

Potatoes Stuffed With Turkey. 

If there is only a little meat left, 
chop it fine, combine with an equal 
amount of well seasoned cream 
sauce. Bake large potatoes, split, 
remove the pulp, mash and return 
to the potato shells, leaying a shal- 
low depression in each. Fill with 
the creamed turkey, sprinkle with 
a little fine bread crumbs and put 
under the boiler for five minutes 
to brown the surface. 

ö Broiled Pineapple Slices. 

Dip slices in liquid of pan in 
which pork chops are baked. 
Place under broiler for 3 minutes. 
Use as garnishes around chops. 

Molasses Pie. 
One cup sugar. 
Two tablespoons butter. 

Three eggs. 

One cup dark molasses. 

One teaspoon nutmeg. 

Pastry. 

Cream sugar and butter, add well 
beaten egg yolks. When well 
blended, add molasses, nutmeg and 
stiffly beaten egg whites. Bake in 
‘pan lined with rich pastry until 
firm, having the oven very hot for 
10 minutes, then reducing to mod- 
erate and bake 40 minutes more. 


PORK AND NOODLES 


Three-fourths pound fresh pork 
shoulder. 

Two cups cooked noodles. 

One-half pound mild cheese. 

Three tablespoons flour. 

One pint can of tomatoes,

Boil noodles for 15 minutes in 
salted water and drain. Cut fresh 
pork i small pieces and simmer 
in butter until tender. Make a 
tomato sauce by heating butter and 
flour together, stirring, and then 
add the tomato juice and pulp that 
has been put through 4 sieve to re- 
move the seeds. Add to this sauce a 
tablespoon of finely minced onton. 
Season with salt and pepper. But- 
ter a baking dish and put a layer of 
the cooked noodles in the bottom. 
Cut cheese very thin and lay on top 
of the noodles. Then add meat 
and tomato sauce, another layer of.

Sweet Potato Puff. 

Add four tablespoons melted but- 
“ter, two teaspoons salt, one-quarter 
teaspoon pepper and one-half cup 
of milk to four cups of mashed 
sweet potatoes.

Finally 
fold in stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs. Bake in greased baking dish 
in moderate oven about 50 minutes 
until brown.

Combine equal amounts of 
canned asparagus tips with canned 
peas and diced cooked carrots.

Avocado Cocktail. 

Avocados are cheaper now than 
they have been for years. To select 
a good one, be sure it is soft 
enough to yield to gentle pressure 
of the hand. Peel it, cut in slivers. 
Use three oranges or one orange 
and one small grapefruit to each 
avocado. Free segments from all 
membrane. Alternate slivers of 
avocado with orange or grapefruit 
in very thin slices. Sprinkle with 
a little lemon juice and salt.

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Government Bureau Lays Stress 
on Cereals and Many 
Flours.

The safe way to plan a low-cost 
diet, says the Bureau of Home Eco- 


norhics of the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture, is to provide, 
within the limits of the family 
pocketbook, as much of the cheap- 
est foods and a little of the more 
expensive foods as will keep the 
food supply in “balance.” Among 
the cheapest foods are bread and 
cereals. As the rule works out in 
practice, a family of five, using 30 
pounds of bread, flour and other 
cereals every week, needs 28 quarts 
of milk, 20 pounds of potatoes, 27 
pounds of other vegetables, eight 
pounds of meat and eggs, three 
pounds of fats and three pounds of 
sweets to balance the 30 pounds of 
cereal foods in such a budget. 

But that is a lot of bread and 
cereals, you may think! The moth- 
er in that household may find it 
hard to keep her family interested 
in so much of one kind of food. On 
the other hand, the Bureau of 
Home Economics points out, a com- 
monplace meal can be much 
“dressed up“ by some special 
bread, and there are almost count- 
less kinds—wheat bread, corn 
bread, rye bread, oatmeal bread, 
potato bread, rice bread, buckwheat 
cakes and all the rest—each in turn 
with its variations, , 

Something is @ be said, of 
course, as to the relative food val- 
ues of these different breads. First 
of all, bread made with milk is 
much more nutritious than bread 
made with water, and breads made 
with both milk and eggs have still 
higher food value. Some bakers’ 
bread is milk bread, and more of 
it doubtless will bo as time goes 
on and bakers respond to a demand 
for the richer product. Fresh milk, 
sour milk, evaporated or dried 
milk have about the same food val- 
ves and are equally good in bread- 
making. : 

Variety of Flour. 

Then there is the variety in kinds 
of flour or meal that go into bread. 
The dark grains or flours, like 
whole wheat, bran, whole-ground 
corn meal, or oat meal, contain 
very valuable food substances 


which are usually taken away in 


the process of milling. The dark 
breads, therefore, as well as the 
milk breads, contain some of the 
same protectiye values that are 
provided in vegetables and fruits. 
Not enough, it is true, but more 
than the white breads that are 
made with water, which have value 
only as fuel foods. 

Quick breads, or hot breads— 
that is, breads leavened with bak- 
ing powder or with sour milk and 
soda—are especially useful for 
adding variety to meals. Baking 
powder biscuits are a good exam- 
ple; small biscuits, medium size or 
large, as you prefer, but served 
piping hot, perhaps with gravy, or 
with creanied meat or vegetable in 
the main course; or with syrup, 
jelly, jam or marmalade at the end 
of the meal. Biscuit dough with 
a little more fat makes. shortcake 
-—-for a meat shortcake or a fruit 
shortcake, served either in biscuit 
size or as one large cake. 

Then there are orange biscuits, 
for which the rind of one orange 
may be grated and added to biscuit 
dough, then a little of the grated 
rind spread. on each biscuit top. 
Make these either in ordinary bis- 
cuit size or shapej or as twin bis- 
cuit, one on top. of the other. 
Cheese biscuit, and peanut butter 


‘biscuit may be made by using grat- 


ed cheese or peanut butter in place 
of some of the shortening in the 
biscuit dough. 

Pinwheel. Biscuits. : 

Pinwheel biscuits with cinnamon 
and sugar, or with brown sugar 
and raisins are another variation— 
good to serve with tea or milk at 
supper time, for instance. One 
kind of coffee cake is made of 
shortened biscuit dough, baked in 
different shapes and with various 
flavorings. Oatmeal biscuit and 
whole wheat biscuit also are favo- 
rites with many ‘people, and are 
very nutritious. 

To muffins, like biscuits, the 
clever cook gives many and various 
touches to make them different. 
They may be plain wheat, whole 
wheat, bran, rice or corn muffins, 
with or without raisins, or perhaps 


with cranberries at this time of 


year. They may, of course, be 
toasted, teo. As for corn breads, 
these again are numerous, from 
ashcake, corn dodger, crackling 
corn bread and corn pone, to corn 
sticks, corn muffins, soft corn bread 
and spoonbread. 

In any of the quick breads, either 
sweet milk or sour milk can be 
used. For example, if a recipe for 
biscuits or muffins calls for one 
cup of sweet milk and four tea- 
spoons of baking powder, clabbered 
milk may be used instead of the 
sweet along with a scant one-half 
teaspoon of soda and two teaspoons 
of baking powder.

Meat Stew Is an International 
Dish but Seasonings 
Vary. 


Stews may be stews, but there 
are ways of preparing a stew to 
make it a most appreciated main 
dish at a modest cost. 

Hach foreign homemaker has 
her own favorite seasonings and 
method of preparation, but they all 
seem to agree that cuts such as the 
breast, neck, the shank or the 
chuck near the neck are best 
adapted for stew making. 

Following is a collection of stews 
of this and other lands: 

Spanish Stew. 

Use one and one-half pounds 
short ribs of beef. Put into «a 
saucepan with two quarts cold wa- 
ter, bring to a boil and cook for 
two hours. Add a can of toma- 
toes, three large onions chopped 
fine, six cloves, a pinch each of 
gage and celery seed, one-fourth 
of the peel of an orange, two bay 
leaves, a pod of red pepper, two 
cups of boiling water. Cook for 30 
minutes; strain, swim and thicken 
the gravy, season to taste, pour 
over the meat and serve. 

Yankee Stew With Dumplings. 

Have three or four pounds of 
stuck near the neck cut into con- 
‘venient pieces. Cover with cold 
water, add three each of carrots 
and onions, sliced thin. Seuson 
with two teaspoons salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon pepper and two tabdle- 
spoons minced parsley. Cover and 
cook until meat is nearly done. Sift 
two cups of flour with three tea- 
spoons of baking powder and a 
pinch of salt. Add a well beaten 
egg with sufficient milk to make a 
stiff batter. Drop the dumplings 
from the tip of a spoon inte the 
boiling stew, cover and cook for 15 
minutes. Take out the meat and 
dumplings, thicken the gravy with 
browned flour, pour over and 


serve. 
German Veal Stew. 

Sprinkle a breast of veal with 
salt and ginger. Slice an onion 
and fry it in butter or bacon drip- 
pings with a little parsley or cel- 
ery tops. Then put in the veal and 
brown it. Add one cup of canned 
tomatoes and a very small amount 
of hot water. Cover and cook 
slowly for two hours, turning the 
meat frequently. Thicken the 
gravy with flour rubbed smooth in 
a little cold water, season with 
minced parsley or caraway seed. 
Bring to a boil and serve. 

Lamb Stew. 

Have the meat cut into con- 
venient pieces for serving, brown in 
bacon drippings, cover with stock 
or water, add a bunch of sweet 
herbs, a small clove of garlic, an 
onion and two tablespoons of vine- 
gar. Simmer until the meat is 
done, skim and strain the liquid. 
add one-half cup of stewed and 
strained tomatoes, pour over meat

CHEESE AND TOMATO CUSTARD !

Cervical- Ribs 


HE normal man has 24 ribs, 12 
wn each side. 


Occasionally, 

however, men are found with 

extra ribs in the neck or cervical 
region. 

Since the invention of the X-ray 

many cases of cervical ribs have 


been discoveredgand we have come | 


to learn that these supernumerary 
ribs may give rise to a variety of, 
abnormal conditions. 

The cervical rib is a rudiment- 
ary structure. Certain low types of 
limbless vertebrates—animals with 
a spinal column but without the 
equivalents of arms and legs—have. 
a rib attached to every vertebra. 

The vertebrate animals that have 
limbs have rib attachments only on 
certain of the vertebrae. 

When these extra ribs appear in 
man, they répresent a throwback 
to lower types of constitutional 
organization, The extra rib may 
be present on one side only, or 
there may be two, one on each 
side. 

The position of this extra rib af- 
fects the passage of an important 
artery and nerve located within the 
region of the neck and shoulder. | 

The cervical,rib may exist with- 
out giving rise to any symptoms 
at all. Or it may interferé with 
the blood supply to the arm and 
may produte what is clinically di- 


| €agnosed as neuritis or pain in the 


nerves of the arm, 

Pain is one of the common com- 
plaints. On the other hand, there 
may be a partial or complete lack 
of sensation in the arm affected, 
sometimes, too, a motor paralysis. 

These complaints seldom are 
seen in a child. They may be de- 
veloped by the adolescent and most 
commonly in the adult. 

Violent exercise and the devel- 
opment of the muscles of the neck 
and shoulders incidental to work 
or sports, may provoke the symp- 
toms, 

The diagnosis is simple. It usu- 
ally may be established by an X- 
ray examination. Treatment may 
involve either surgical removal of 
the cervical rib or the loosening 
of muscle attachments around it.
